Carbine (1864), and the flint- 
lock pistol were among those 
presented. Most of the guns 
were collected through families 
living in and around Antioch.

Bill 



. Governor .Daniel . Walker 
recently signed into the law 
House Bill No. 2209 sponsored, 
by State Representative Daniel 
M. Pierce (D-32nd), which aids 
public libraries throughout 
Illinois. The Bill permits public 
libraries to establish a working 
cash fund equal to .03 percent of 
the assessed valuation of all 
property within the district. 
This would triple the present 
working cash- fund and .allow 
"public libraries to avoid the 
necessity for selling tax 
anticipation warrants when tax 
liili collections"; are late.
